Dr. Ogden based his observation 
on discussions at the recent conven- 
tion of the American Association of 
School Administrators in Atlantic 
City, N. J., which he attended. 

The senate has passed a bill pro- 
viding draft of 18-year-olds and the 
house armed services committee has 
approved that section of the mea- 
sure. 


Dr. Ogden listed these points: 
Lowering the induction age from 
19 to 18 is not expected to affect 
many 18-year-olds for a year or 
more, as the present bill requires - 
draft boards to draw first from the 
19 through 25-year age group. 
When the 18-year-old group is 
reached, those nearest 19 are to be 
called first,- with priority moving 
downward by three-month jumps. 
Thus, the 18-year-nine-months- 
old group would be affected first. 


2. Selective service has ‘defined 
“academic year” as meaning the 
“current school year” of an institu- 
tion. It does not refer to the end of 
the student’s freshman, sophomore, 
junior or senior year. Therefore, 
when a student has received an in- 
duction postponement until the end 
of the “academic year’, completes 
his work in midyear, he may remain 
in school if he chooses until the in- 
stitution’s school year ends. 


3. Draft boards must grant an ad- 
diticnal 30-day postponement to all 
college students beginning at the 
end of the “academic year’ complet- 
ed. During the period, the student 
may enlist in the service of his 
chcice or find a job in an essential 
occupation. 


4. It is calculated that the 18- 
.year-old draft law will have small 
effect on the size of next year’s 
college freshman enrollments. For 
sophomore, junior and_ senior- 
classes, it is calculated that about 
a 20% cut in non-veteran male en- 
rellments may result. 


5. To insure a continual flow of 
entering college freshmen, 75,000 18- 
year-clds will be selected annually 
for college enrollment. A committee 
is now at work at Princeton univers- 
ity developing the screening exam- 
ination by which the 175,000 will be 
selected.

Only a nominal part of the total sum was for such 
items as repairs and alterations, and none of it represented 
commercial construction. Single-family homes were predomin- 
ant in the list, with 33 such structures authorized. 


Thus, Steiger’ pointed out, the industry is continuing at 
about a normal pitch and in the most desirable form in keeping 
with the city’s residential atmosphere.

During the last decade, enrollment 
at Sequoia Union high -school dis- 
trict (which includes the cities of 
Belmont, San Carlos, Redwood City, 
Atherton and Menlo Park and much 
unincorporated territory) has in-. 
creased by 63%%, or from 1862 to 
3042. 


Population of the five cities, which 
iriclude the great majority of the 
district’s people within their bound- 
aries, gained 180%, or almost tripled. 


This is because the birth rate had 
been declining many years to a low 
point in the middle 1930's. Students 
who entered Sequoia in September, 
1950, were born about 1936, only 
shortly after the curve began to 
turn up. 

Beginning aBout 1940, the birth 
rate accelerated sharply and has 
been at a high level over the past 
five years. The enrollment in the 
Sequoia district will pick up rapid- 
ly from now on (even were new 
families to stop moving into the 
district), and at an_ increasing 
rate. 


Based upon the enrollment in the 
elementary grades in the schools 
within the district, next year’s high 
school students will total 3187, an 
increase of 145 over this year. 

But the following year the increase 
will be 268, followed by 352 in 1953- 
54, by 357 in 1954-55, by 384 in 1955- 
56, by 632 in 1956-57, by 744 in 1957- 
58, by 732 in 1958-59, and by 623 in 
1959-60. This last increase would 
pring the enrollment to 7298, almost 
two and one-half times the present 
figure. 

But the above increase is based 


just on the youngsters now in gram-: 


mar school. Any net increase by rea- 
son of new families moving into the 
district will result in a higher at- 


ulation cf only 2% per annum would 

increase the 1959-60 figure from 

7298 to 8700.

AN ORDINANCE REGULATING 
TRAFFIC UPON THE PUBLIC 
STREETS OF THE CITY OF 
MENLO PARK AND REPEAL- 
ING ORDINANCE NO. 127 AND 
ALL OTHER ORDINANCES AND 
PARTS OF ORDINANCES IN 
CONFLICT HEREWITH. 


The City Council of the City of 
Menlo Park does ordain as follows: 
ARTICLE I. 
DEFINITIONS. 

Section 1.01. Definitions of Words

Section 1.10. Parkway. A park- 
way is that portion of a street other 
than a roadway or sidewalk. 

‘Section 1.11. Passenger Loading 
Zone. The space adjacent to a curb 
reserved for the exclusive use of 
vehicles during the loading or un- 
loading of passengers is hereby 
designated a passenger loading zone. 

Section-1.12. Pedestrian, A ped- 
estrian is any person afoot. 

Section 1.13. Person. A person is 
every natural person, form copart- 
nership, association or corporation. 

Section 1.14. Police Officer. 
Every officer of the police depart- 
ment of this city is a police officer. 

Section 1.15. (a) Stop. Stop 
means complete cessation of move- 
ment, 

(b) Stop or Stand. Stop or Stand 
means any stopping or standing of 
a vehicle, whether occupied or not, 
exept when necessary to avoid con- 
flict with other traffic or in com- 
pliance with the directions of a 
police officer or official traffic con- 
trol device, 

Section 1.16. Traffic. Traffic in- 
cludes, pedestrians, ridden or herd- 
ed animals, vehicles, and other con- 
veyances either singly or together 
while using any street for purposes 
of travel... 

Section 1.17. Vehicle Code. Re- 
ferences in this ordinance to the 
Vehicle Code ‘shall refer to the Cal- 
ifornia Vehicle Code. 

ARTICLE Il. 

TRAFFIC ADMINISTRATION. 

Section 2.01. Police Administra- 
tion. There is hereby established in 
the police department of this city a 
traffic division to be under the con- 
trol of the Chief of Police. 

Section 2.02. Duty of Traffic Di- 
vision. It shall be the duty of the 
traffic division with such aid as 
may be rendered by other members 
of the police department to enforce 
the street traffic regulations of this 
city and all of the state vehictfe 
laws applicable to street traffic in 
this city, to make arrests for traffic 
violations, to investigate traffic ac- 
cidents and to cooperate with the 
city traffic engineer and other of- 
ficers of the city in the administra- 
tion of the traffic laws and in de- 
veloping ways and means to im- 
prove traffic conditions, and to car- 
ry out those duties specially im- 
posed upon said division by this 
ordinance and the traffic ordinanc- 
es of this city.

Duties of City Traf- 
fic Engineer. it shall be the gen- 
eral duty of the city traffic engin- 
eer to determine the installation 
and proper timing and maintenance 
of traffic control devices and sig- 
nals, to conduct ‘engineering an- 
alysis of traffic accidents and to 
devise remedial measures, to con- 
duct engineering investigation of 
traffic conditions and to cooperate 
with other city officials in the de- 
velopment of ways and means to 
improve traffic conditions, and to 
carry out the additional pcpers 
and duties imposed by ordinances of 
this city. 

Section 2.08. Traffic Safety Com- 
mission. There is hereby establish- 
ed a traffic safety cocmmission to 
serve without ‘compensation, con- 
sisting of the city manager, the 
chief of police, the city traffic en- 
gineer, and citizens as may be de- 
termined and appointed by the 
mayor. The chairman of the com- 
mission shall be appointed annually 
by the other members of the com- 
mission. 

Duties of the Traf- 
fic Safety Commission. It shall be 
the duty of the traffic safety com- 
mission to suggest the most prac- 
ticable means for coordinating the 
activities of all officers and agen-
